Similarly, it said the outlay for 
equipment to be sent to the At- 
lantic Pact Allies under the Mili- 
tary Defense Assistance Program 
has been upped 400 percent. 

The Army set forth its report 
in a press release summarizing 
expenditures on major items un- 
der the present program. It came 
at a time when the House Armed 
Services Committee was inquir- 
ing into military plans to build 
up national defense. 

“Prior to the conflict in Korea,” 
the report said, “the Army had 
intended, in fiscal year 1951, to 
spend about $312,000,000 for the 
guns, tanks, ammunition, armored 
vehicles and other materiel which 
constitute ‘major’ equipment, and 
it had requested that sum as its 
basic budget estimate. However, 
since the Communist invasion be- 
gan in Korea this figure has been 
upped $1,650,000,000 to a total of 
about $2,000,000,000.” 

The Army said it planned orig- 
inally to spend about $500,000,000 
os rocurement of material for 
the 
during the current fiscal year. 

Now it estimates that of the 
new funds recently approved by 
Congress an additional $2,000,000,- 
000 will be spent for equipment 
to meet MDAP requirements. 

The Ordnance Corps, which 
buys the Army’s “hardware,” will 
spend 57.8 percent of the total 
military budget this year, the 
Army estimated.

Georgia farmers sold more than $90,000,000 
worth of livestock.

That it is doing the latter is indicated by 
the predicament of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation and the State Department. 
The FBI, because of the registration pro- 
visions of the law, stands to lose many if 
not all its undercover agents whose identi- 
ty will be revealed. Thirty years’ work of 
the FBI in establishing an elaborate sys- 
tem of detecting Communists is threatened. 

Under another clause of the law the State 
Department must éxclude from the coun- 
try “any one who advocates any form of 
totalitarian government.” But what about 
Argentina? Spain? Yugoslavia? 

The law also provides that all defense 
projects from which Communists must be 
barred will be listed in a Federal registry. 
This, as Mr. Truman pointed out, merely 
gives Communists a catalogue of our most 
vital defense installations. 

These and other defects of the act can 
be remedied by a few amendments. When 
Congress returns, free from the worries of 
a political campaign, it ought to make the 
necessary changes.

The Rural Areas 
Are Not Fooled 


One of the things which irritates me on the 
part of the harbingers of hate and the peddlers 
of prejudice is the manner in which they ignore 

facts in their eternal effort to perpetuate their power. 


At a time when the State, as the nation, needs unity as never 


before, the demagogues are relentlessly attempting to aggravate 
latent antagonisms—race against race, Protestant against Catholic, 
gentile against Jew. 


Here in Georgia, it has reached the ridiculous extreme that 
those who would profit politically by the extension of the county 
unit system to general elections are endeavoring to incite rural 
residents against urban ones despit@ the fact that the towns and 
cities of this State are populated in overwhelming proportion by 
people but freshly from—and, in most instances, with roots still 
on—the farm. 


Thus far, at any rate, they have not been as successful at 
setting town against country as they have at pitting race against 
race. The vast majority of Georgians have no narrow-minded 
suspicion of their neighbors. They see the effort to extend the 
county unit system to the general election for what it is, a cheap 
political trick to make elections easier to buy and steal. 


The weekly newspapers of the State, close to the pulse of their 
rural readers, reflect the growing resistance against the effort 
to perpetuate such a fraud as well as an understandable resent- 
ment at the pettiness of the approach. 


They realize that this is no city versus country fight, as the 
politicians would make it. They realize that residents of small 
counties are discriminated against, too, sometime in even greater 
proportion than city dwellers. 


The Baxley News-Banner, in one of the State’s great farm 
counties, points this out in the current issue. It demonstrates that 
Appling County’s population (14,013) is greater than the com- 
bined population of Georgia's five smallest counties, but they have 
10 unit votes to Appling’s two. Thus, says the News-Banner, an 
Appling County farmer's vote would be worth only a fifth as much 
as one in Chattahoochee, Echols, Quitman, Long or Glascock. 


Editor Leodel Coleman, of The Bulloch Herald, published in 
another great farm county, puts it on an even more personal level. 


“We would like to know,” he wrote last week, “that when 
we cast our vote in our Democratic Primary (or General Elec- 
tion) it would be worth as much as the vote of our editor-neighbor, 
Roy F. Chalker, of the Waynesboro True Citizen in Burke County. 
It’s not that we think we are any better than Editor Chalker. It’s 
just that we think our vote is just as good as his. 


“But the fact is, according to our present system, Neighbor 
Chalker’s vote carries three times as much weight as our vote. It 
takes our vote, your vote and another vote to equal Mr. Chalker’s 
one vote. 


“A vote cast In 1950 in Burke County—a four-unit county— 
had approximately the same value as three cast in Bulloch. 


“Is that right? 


“In the 1948 and 1950 primaries, 83 two-unit counties and 
eight four-tinit counties in Georgia had an advantage over Bulloch 
County in the distribution of voting power under the present 
county unit system. 


“Bulloch’s population equals the combined population of 
Georgia's eight smallest counties, with 16 units to our four. Bul- 
loch’s white population is a thousand greater than the combined 
white populations of Chattahoochee, Quitman, Echols, Webster, 
Taliaferro, Lee, Schley, and Clay counties; and approximately 
three times that of Burke County, One vote cast in Worth, a 
four-unit county, was worth two cast in Bulloch. It required five 
Bulloch County votes to be worth as much as four cast in six- 
unit Troup, while one cast in Schley equalled four cast in Bulloch. 


“And we think we are a fine county. We think our citizens 
are as good as there are in the State. And we’re-right. 


“EXCEPT WHEN WE STEP UP TO THE POLLS TO CAST 
OUR VOTE!” 


Personally, I have learned over a long period of years, never 
to underestimate the power of demagoguery. But, judging from 
such evidences of lucid thinking on the part of residents of the 
State’s non-urban areas, it may well have taken the wrong tack in 
its effort to spread the inequities and iniquities of the county 
unit system.

A Profitable 
Convention Trip 


Frank Edwards, of the State Law Depart- 
aS | ment, and Bill Lester, of the State Tax Revision 
_ : Committee, have returned from a national con- 
vention of Legislative Service Agencies in Washington with .ideas 
that could help them in their work with the Georgia Legislature. 

Frank is assigned to draft bills for legislators wanting legal 
help a few months before a session of the General Assembly, and 
while the Legislature is in session. Bill is the full-time director 
of the Tax Revision Committee, which-is the Georgia Legislature's 
only committee with a full-time officer. 

The convention at Washington was attended chiefly by em- 
ployes of full-time Legislative Councils. Twenty-five states have 
Legislative Councils, or comparable agencies. Such councils study 
subjects of importance to the Legislature during the interim be- 
tween sessions. Such councils are permanent joint legislative 
committees which meet periodically during the Interim and give 
advance consideration to various problems expected to confront 
the next Legislature. They have the services of continuing re- 
search staffs with their accumulated resources. With this equip- 
ment, the councils can develop comprehensive and impartial 
analyses of public issues and make these analyses available to all 


solons for study and use. 

Many members of Georgia's General As- 
Changes Needed sembly have expressed the opinion, as 
they prepare to come here in January, that improvements should 
be made in the procedure of Georgia's General Assembly. They 
might well investigate the possibility of creating a Legislative 
Council. 

Here are the two needs which the national group says a Legis- 
lative Council fills: First, councils provide machinery for effec- 
tive legislative partnership with the executive in formulation of 
policy. Representation on a council of the legislative leadership 
of both houses combines the councjl’s responsibility with that of 
the majority faction leadership for effective legislation. The 
council’s ability to convene between sessions provides continuing 
leadership, the absence of which would deprive the Legislature, 
as contrasted with the executive, of full opportunity for public 
service. 

Second, Legislative Councils provide a means—through re- 
search reports, hearings, accounts of meetings, etc-——by which a 
Legislature can obtain a basis of fact upon which to base its 
deliberations. This objective is furthered, particularly, when there 
is available a competent, adequately supported, and properly 
staffed legislative reference service to serve the members of the 
Legislature in general. 

Publication of council research studies before a legislative 
session convenes affords the solons and the public greater oppor- 
tunity for analysis and discussion of public issues than is usually 
provided.

A Shrimper Speaks 


The Editors: An open letter to the Georgia 
State Game and Fish Commission: 

_As a resident of one of the coastal counties 
(McIntosh), and as I have made my living for 
the past few years as a commercial shrimp fish- 
erman and dealer, I would like to make my views 
known to you, in the light of the commission's 
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recent decision to keep the sounds of the State 
closed to commercial fishing the year around. 


An. effort has also been made to make it ap- 
pear that shrimp fishermen want to open the 
sounds and the rivers and the creeks the year 
around, This is an absurdity. The shrimp fisher- 
men want the sounds, and sounds only, open at 


two specific seasons of the year when, to quote- 


the words of the U. S. Fish and Wildlife experts, 
there is an abundant supply of mature shrimp in 
the sounds. 

The heaviest run of mature shrimp in Geor- 
gia waters occurs during the months of Septem- 
ber, October and November. Due to the high 
winds which prevail during these months it is a 
matter of record that for the past three years, 
during which time the sounds have been closed, 
the boats have been able to fish outside on an 
average of only 10 to 15 days per month. There- 
fore, instead of 90 days’ fishing during the heavy 
run, they only get 30 to 45 days. If the sounds 
were open at this séason as they should be, the 
boats could fish almost every day, as only @xe 
tremely bad weather would prevent fishing in 
the protected waters of the sounds, while only 
a moderate wind will make the outside waters 
too rough to fish, 

Now I would like to ask the commissioners, 
individually and collectively, why Georgia fish- 
erman are not allowed to catch Georgia-raised, 
mature shrimp in Georgia waters before they 
begin their seasonal migration? Especially since 
the commission was advised’ by all the Govern- 
ment authorities that the sounds could be opened 
at this period with no harmful effects to sport 
fishing or any other interests. It is a well recog- 
nized practice of the laws of conservation to har- 
vest any and all crops at maturity.

Such libraries actually are far too infrequently found. Nine 
out of 160 American libraries are still inadequate, and 35,000,000 
Americans living in 600 counties have no library service at all. 
This is true in the rich urban North, East and West as well as the 
rural South. In only a few states do all the people have some slight 
library service. . 

This week 600 to 800 men and women will be in Atlanta attend- 
ing the biennial convention of the Southeastern Library Association. 
They will represent the 101 county libraries, and the 34 counties 
served through 15 regional libraries of the State. 

Their meeting is the outgrowth of an informal gathering in 1920 
when 100 librarians from seven southeastern states met together at 
the Signal Mountain Inn in Tennessee and compared hopes and 
failures before the big open fireplace in the lobby. 

From then on, they met regularly, their number growing. Their 
motive was to find facts, think out ways by which the darkness 
of large areas of people could be penetrated by book service. They 
sought for causes, not alibis. Standards for libraries and training 
were set up during these years, most of which have been reached 
and surpassed. So always do ideas and dreams act as forerunners 
of the accomplished fact. eae *

Gen. 4:3—“... Am I my brother’s keeper?” 

Many of the churches in Atlanta are observing Community 
Chest Sunday. We are doing this because we believe in the Com- 
munity Chest and the Agencies supported by this fund. 

There was a time when the major portion of the work carried 
on now by Chest-supported agéncies was a function of the church. 
That day is past. Churches do 
not have the equipment, person- 
nel or finances to do the job. 

Therefore, we are dependent 
upon other helps to do the nec- 


essary work. To me the Agencies 
of the Chest represent the arms 
of the church at work in our 
community. 

Examine, if you will, the work 
of these various organizations, 
visit them, talk to the directors 
and you will discover that they 
are rendering service to our 
community that is indispensible. 
Visualize if you can our com- 
munity without such services. 
Children with working mothers 
turned loose on the street, no- 
where to go, no one to care for 
them, no place to play except 
in alleys or streets. Characters 
being shaped with little sense 
of direction. Unwanted children 
turned out in our streets with ; 
no hope of a future. 

Yes, the church does 
help, we have our Sunday 


Schools and Youth organizations but how little time we have 
with them, even when they do find themselves under the pro- 
tection of the church. Other organizations must take over 
the responsibility during the week. 


There has been some criticism in the past regarding the fact 
that the social agencies have become too secular. It is my opinion 
that the leadership of the vast majority of our agencies is made up 
of men and women who look to the church for their spiritual 
strength. Many of the boards of these organizations have on them 
ministers and I have found that the minister can play an important 
role in shaping the policies and procedures. 

Surely people do not go into the field of social work for the 
money they can get out of it anymore than a man chooses the 
ministry as an opportunity to gain wealth. Therefore, there is in 
the minds of these social workers a desire to do something for some- 
one else. They see in the profession an opportunity for service. 
Surely there is a basic goodness in such people. They must have 
something of the spirit of the Galilean Carpenter who went about 
doing good. 


A teaching that runs as a gelden thread through the Bible 
is the idea that we are our brother’s keeper. This was the 
teaching of the Old Testament Prophets, no man was to live 
unte himself. He must live and help live. Jesus built-upon this 
foundation and gave to the world The greatest example of un- 
selfish living. When we participate in the Community Chest 
first as a contributor and then in some larger capacity we are 
giving tangible evidence of our belief in Christ and His way 
of life. 


We must put this drive over, and when it is done we can sit 
back with a certain degree of satisfaction and feel that we have 
been a part of a great and worthy undertaking. In the final analysis 
it is the people of the church who will be responsible for the 
success or failure of this drive. We must have faith in the cause, 
faith in the people and faith in ourselves.

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Paris Reds 
Quit Direct 
Sabotage 


PARIS, Oct. 83—(/)—In a radi- 
cal change of plan, Communists 
jin France evidently have called 
off direct sabotage of rearma- 
ment because it was doing the 
party more harm than good. 

Barely a year ago, the Comin-/ 
form told the French Commu- 
nists to get “hard” and there was 
a great purge of indifferent Com- 
munists. 

One highly placed government 
source indicated Sunday that the 
orders for a “cease fire”. came 
from Moscow about three weeks 
ago, accompanied by a blistering 
criticism. French Communists, this’ 
source said, were criticized for 
failure of their ballyhooed deter- 
mination to stop shipments of 
American arms into France and to 
stop French arms manufacture. 

Further, the same informant 
said, they were accused of having 
let the sabotage policy alienate 
many Frenchmen who were sym- 
pathetic with other Communist 
aims. 

Foreign sources said they knew 
of no direct end-the-sabotage or- 
ders from Moscow or elsewhere 
outside France. They agreed, how- 
ever, that in recent weeks there 
had been no direct sabotage of 
arms shipments from America nor 
of arms production.
